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AIMS  AND  OBJECTIVES 

Immanuel  Lutheran  College  is  owned,  operated,  and  receives  much  of 
its  financial  support  from  the  Lutheran  Synodical  Conference  of  North 
America,  which  is  the  second  largest  body  of  Lutherans  in  America.  It 
was  founded  in  the  year  1903  in  Concord,  N.  C.  and  subsequently  moved  to 
Greensboro  in  1905  to  its  present  location  on  East  Market  Street,  in  the 
Eastern  section  of  Greensboro. 

In  establishing  this  Christian  institution  of  learning  the  founders  were 
concerned  primarily  in  bringing  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  the  Negroes 
of  this  area.  In  accordance  with  this  purpose  Immanuel  Lutheran  College 
has  always  had  the  following  Aims  and  Objectives  in  mind,  namely: 

1.  To  educate  and  properly  prepare  Negro  men  and  women  for  Christian 
service  in  the  Lutheran  Church  as  pastors,  missionaries,  and  parochial 
school  teachers; 

2.  To  give  to  every  member  of  the  Negro  Lutheran  Church  the  oppor- 
tunity to  receive  a  higher  education  under  Lutheran  influence  and  direction; 

3.  To  offer  to  non-Lutherans  an  opportunity  to  obtain  a  good  secular 
education  together  with  thorough  Christian  instruction  and  training. 

In  keeping  with  the  original  purpose  and  intent  of  our  founders  and 
in  conformity  with  the  principles  of  our  democratic  way  of  life  today, 
Immanuel  desires  to  train  ALL  Christian  youth  for  sound  Christian  leader- 
ship and  for  the  expansion  of  Christ's  kingdom  here  on  earth.  For  this 
reason  our  doors  are  open  to  every  person  of  any  race,  color,  or  religious 
denomination. 

The  motivating  force  behind  our  instruction  and  thinking  is  Jesus 
Christ  and  His  word.  Our  campus  is  pervaded  by  a  strong  Christ-like  spirit, 
and  we  endeavor  to  keep  the  moral  and  spiritual  standards  of  our  faculty 
and  students  on  the  highest  possible  plane. 

Devotions  are  held  daily  in  the  chapel  in  the  mornings  and  evenings. 
Regular  Bible  classes  are  conducted  every  Sunday  morning  on  the  campus. 
We  make  it  obligatory  for  all  boarding  students  to  attend  these  daily 
religious  activities,  and  to  attend  services  on  Sunday  morning  at  Grace- 
Luther-Memorial  Church.  We  also  urge  our  day  students  to  do  likewise. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  Immanuel  Lutheran  College  to  encourage  and 
stimulate  educational  growth  and  development  in  the  classroom  and  in  every- 
day life.  The  curriculum  is  broad  and  varied  and  will  fit  the  needs  of  most 
students  seeking  a  general  academic  training  in  the  high  school  or  junior 
college  area. 

The  Theological  Seminary  has  as  its  purpose  the  training  of  young 
men  for  the  office  of  the  Holy  Ministry  in  the  Lutheran  Church  and  for 
this  reason  it  is  restricted  to  Lutheran  young  men. 

Our  teacher  training  course  offers  a  two-year  preparatory  course  for 
young  men  or  women  who  wish  to  serve  the  Lutheran  Church  as  teachers 
in  the  religious  day  schools,  but  it  also  offers  transfer  credit  to  any  student 
desiring  to  continue  his  (or  her)  education  at  some  four-year  college. 

Each  Department  of  Immanuel  serves  a  definite  and  distinct  purpose 
and  endeavors  to  prepare  young  people  for  greater  service  to  God  and 
man,  and  for  a  more  sucecssful  and  abundant  life. 

We  also  stress  the  development  of  good  health  and  sound  bodies  by 
means  of  health-building  activities,  competitive  athletics,  and  varied  social 
and  recreational  activities. 

We  furthermore  aim  to  keep  the  cost  of  a  sound  and  thorough  Christian 
educational  program  within  the  reach  of  all.  Through  the  generous  support 
of  the  Lutheran  churches  comprising  the  Synodical  Conference  of  North 
America,  we  have  been  able  to  do  this  for  fifty-five  years.  We  are  indeed 
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grateful  to  the  Missionary  Board  and  the  many  Christian  friends  who 
have  so  unselfishly  supported  our  school,  and  we  earnestly  pray  God's 
bountiful  blessings  upon  them. 

Our  school  is  accredited  by  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  State 
of  North  Carolina  and  our  high  school  department  is  a  member  of  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 

Although  it  is  our  primary  purpose  to  educate  and  prepare  young  men 
and  women  for  service  in  our  Lutheran  churches  and  schools,  we  neverthe- 
less urge  anyone  who  desires  a  good  education  and  preparation  in  a 
Christian  school  to  enroll  in  either  the  high  school  or  the  college  depart- 
ments. Neither  age,  race,  nationality,  nor  religious  belief  shall  be  a  barrier 
to  admittance  so  long  as  there  are  no  academic,  moral,  or  serious  physical 
handicaps.

Prerequisite:  Completion  of  eighth  grade. 
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CONCERNING  REGISTRATION 

EVERY  STUDENT— old  as  well  as  new  students— must  fill  out  an 
application  each  year.  NEW  STUDENTS  must  also  furnish  us  with  a 
complete  transcript  of  the  work  completed  at  the  previous  school.  This 
transcript  must  be  mailed  to  us  by  the  last  school  attended  by  applicant, 
and  must  be  properly  authenticated  by  the  administrative  official.  This 
transcript  should  be  in  our  hands  no  less  than  15  days  before  the  opening 
of  our  school. 

Every  application  must  be  accompanied  by  the  "FIRST  PAYMENT" 
listed  in  the  schedule  of  payments.  If  we  can  not  accept  you  as  a  student, 
we  will  refund  the  first  payment. 

Late  registrations  will  be  permitted  only  in  extraordinary  cases.  No 
registrations  will  be  accepted  after  September  15  for  credit  for  the  first 
semester,  or  after  February  2  for  credit  for  the  second  semester. 

We  want  everyone  to  register  promptly  on  REGISTRATION  DAY,  as 
specified  on  page  THREE  of  this  bulletin.  If  you  register  after  September 
11  for  the  first  semester  or  after  January  27  for  the  second  semester  you 
will  be  assessed  a  penalty  of  $5.00. 

VETERANS  will  be  admitted  to  either  of  the  three  departments  upon 
proper  certification  and  under  the  same  conditions  as  all  other  applicants. 

NO  REBATES  OR  ALLOWANCES  on  school  expenses  will  be  made 
to  those  who  are  permitted  to  register  late.

EXPENSES  FOR  THE  YEAR  1958-1959 

Immanuel  Lutheran  College  offers  a  well-rounded  program  in  all  of 
its  departments  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  consistent  with  all  the  essentials 
of  good  instruction,  room  and  board,  health,  spiritual  values,  recreation, 
and  the  like. 

It  would  be  utterly  impossible  to  offer  so  much  for  so  little  money,  if 
it  were  not  for  the  kindness  of  our  fellow  Christians  of  the  Lutheran 
Church,  who  have  so  graciously  and  so  willingly  aided  us  with  many 
thousands  of  dollars  year  after  year.  Therefore  we  must  insist  that  pay- 
ments are  made  as  indicated  in  the  schedule. 

Although  the  overall  cost  is  based  on  our  best  judgment  for  the  year 
ahead,  we  have  broken  down  the  payments  into  the  "First  Payment"  and 
8  monthly  payments,  merely  as  a  convenience  for  those  who  can  not  pay 
large  sums  in  quarterly  installments.  However,  we  wish  to  emphasize  that 
ALL  MONTHLY  PAYMENTS  ARE  DUE  ON  THE  FIFTH  of  each 
month  beginning  with  October.  Thereafter,  each  payment  should  be  in  our 
hands  on  or  before  the  FIFTH  of  November  and  all  succeeding  months. 
Likewise  all  special  fees  and  other  "obligations"  should  be  paid  as  quickly 
as  possible  after  you  have  been  notified  by  your  child. 

Please  send  ALL  payments  to  President  Wm.  H.  Kampschmidt  by 
MONEY  ORDER  or  CERTIFIED  CHECK.  We  advise  never  to  send  cash 
unless  the  letter  is  registered.  Personal  checks  will  be  accepted  only  from 
responsible  people. 

NEVER  SEND  PAYMENTS  for  school  expenses  to  your  child.  It  is 
a  very  dangerous  temptation  which  your  child  may  not  be  able  to  withstand. 

We  will  accept  payment  in  any  amount  at  any  time,  but  we  can  not 
permit  payments  to  become  in  arrears.  A  receipt  for  each  payment  received 
by  us  will  be  given  to  the  respective  student,  so  that  he  (or  she)  can  also 
keep  up  with  the  payments  and  feel  a  personal  responsibility  about  it. 

We  do  not  send  out  monthly  statements,  but  we  do  remind  each  student 
from  time  to  time  if  the  account  begins  to  lag. 

Parents  are  urged  to  make  advance  payments  as  often  as  possible  in 
order  to  safeguard  themselves  and  their  child,  in  the  event  an  unexpected 
emergency  would  strain  their  finances.

All  rates  quoted  in  previous  bulletins  are  null  and  void.  Due  to  chang- 
ing economic  conditions  we  reserve  the  right  to  change  our  rates  at  any 
time,  but  we  agree  to  serve  notice  on  parents  and  guardians  at  least  15 
days  in  advance  when  such  changes  become  necessary.

HIGH  SCHOOL— SCIENCE  BUILDING 
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A  FEW  BRIEF  REGULATIONS 

Since  discipline  at  Immanuel  is  evangelical  and  paternal,  we  endeavor 
to  have  as  few  rules  and  regulations  as  possible.  We  expect  everyone  who 
comes  to  Immanuel  to  live  and  act  like  a  real  Christian. 

A  system  of  supervised  self-government  with  a  recognized  student 
body  organization  and  a  council  of  class  representatives  under  the  guidance 
of  the  Dean  is  maintained.  Student  privileges  are  correlated  with  scholastic 
achievement  as  well  as  with  character  and  conduct. 

Attcr. dance  at  morning  and  evening  devotions,  at  Sunday  School,  and 
at  Lutheran  ser-vices,  is  obligatory  on  all  boarding  students.  Each  dormitory 
student  is  required  to  join  the  study  group  each  evening.  ALL  students  must 
attend  the  chapel  exercises. 

All  students  must  perform  certain  tasks  or  "duty  work."  We  believe 
that  "cleanliness  ranks  next  to  godliness"  in  importance,  and  we  expect 
all  students  to  keep  themselves,  their  rooms,  their  beds,  their  clothing,  the 
bui]din:^:j,  pjid  the  campus  "clean  and  neat"  at  all  times.  Laundry  facilities 
are  available  for  those  who  wish  to  do  their  own  laundry  work. 

Every  student  should  be  provided  with  at  least  four  "single"  sheets, 
two  rsillow  ca-es,  three  blankets,  six  bath  towels,  soap,  a  toothbrush,  toilet 
articles,  etc.  We  furnish  a  single  bed  and  mattress,  wardrobe  space,  etc. 

In  r.ddition  to  the  normal  supply  of  adequate  clothing,  we  urge  each 
student  to  be  provided  with  some  "work  clothes  and  shoes,"  a  pair  of 
"rubbers,"  and  a  raincoat  or  an  umbrella.  Do  not  bring  clothing  which  will 
be  used  very  seldom.  Wardrobe  space  is  very  limited. 

y/e  do  not  encourage  the  use  of  tobacco,  but  smoking  is  permitted  in 
restricted  areas  to  those  students  who  have  the  written  consent  of  their 
parent  or  who  are  18  years  of  age. 

The  use  of  intoxicants  is  prohibited. 

No  college  or  high  school  boarding  student  may  have  an  automobile 
on  the  campus  or  in  the  city  available  for  his  or  her  use.  Theological 
Students  who  accept  financial  aid  from  the  church,  individual  benefactors, 
or  other  sources,  must  have  the  official  approval  of  their  benefactors  to 
own  or  operate  a  car  for  their  personal  use. 

REGULATION  GYM  shoes  are  a  requirement  and  should  be  bought 
at  home. 

Regular  gymnasium  uniforms  must  be  worn  in  the  physical  education 
classes.  Orders  for  these  uniforms  must  be  placed  here  at  school  at  the 
time  of  registration. 

"Absenteeism"  is  not  condoned  or  tolerated  at  Immanuel.  Students  who 
can  not  attend  school  regularly,  or  who  will  not  be  regular  and  punctual, 
are  not  welcome  at  I.L.C. 

Unexcused  absences  preceding  or  following  a  holiday  period  will  be 
punished  by  fines  being  imposed  for  each  period  absent  and  by  having 
privileg'es  modified  or  revoked. 

The  administration  and  the  faculty  reserve  the  right  to  terminate  a 
student's  connection  with  Immanuel  Lutheran  College  at  any  time  for 
reasons  v.diich  they  deem  advisable  and  in  the  best  interest  of  all  concerned.

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AIMS  AND  OBJECTIVES 

Immanuel  Lutheran  College  is  owned,  operated,  and  receives  much  of 
its  financial  support  from  the  Lutheran  Synodical  Conference  of  North 
America,  which  is  the  second  largest  body  of  Lutherans  in  America.  It  was 
founded  in  the  year  1903  in  Concord,  N.  C,  and  subsequently  moved  to 
Greensboro  in  1905  to  its  present  location  on  East  Market  Street,  in  the 
Eastern  section  of  Greensboro. 

In  establishing  this  Christian  institution  of  learning  the  founders  were 
concerned  primarily  with  bringing  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  the  Negroes 
of  this  area.  In  accordance  with  this  purpose  Immanuel  Lutheran  College 
has  always  had  the  following  aims  and  objectives  in  mind,  namely: 

1.  To  educate  and  properly  prepare  Negro  men  and  women  for  Chris- 
tian service  in  the  Lutheran  Church  as  pastors,  missionaries,  and  parochial 
school  teachers; 

2.  To  give  to  every  member  of  the  Negro  Lutheran  Church  the  oppor- 
tunity to  receive  a  higher  education  under  Lutheran  influence  and  direc- 
tion; 

3.  To  offer  to  non-Lutherans  an  opportunity  to  obtain  a  good  secular 
educaton  together  with  thorough  Christian  instruction  land  training. 

In  keeping  with  the  original  purpose  and  intent  of  our  founders  and 
in  conformity  with  the  principles  of  our  democratic  way  of  life  today, 
Immanuel  desires  to  train  ALL  Christian  youth  for  sound  Christian  leader- 
ship and  for  the  expansion  of  Christ's  kingdom  here  on  earth.  For  this 
reason  our  doors  are  open  to  every  person  of  any  race,  color,  or  religious 
denomination. 

The  motivating  force  behind  our  instruction  and  thinking  is  Jesus 
Christ  and  His  Word.  Our  campus  is  pervaded  by  a  strong  Christ-like 
spirit,  and  we  endeavor  to  keep  the  moral  and  spiritual  standards  of  our 
faculty  and  students  on  the  highest  possible  plane. 

Devotions  are  held  daily  in  the  morning  and  evening.  All  students 
must  attend.  Regular  Bible  classes  are  conducted  every  Sunday  morning 
on  the  campus.  We  make  it  obligatory  for  all  boarding  students  to  attend 
these  religious  activities,  and  to  attend  services  on  Sunday  morning  at 
Grace-Luther  Memorial  Church.  We  also  urge  our  day  students  to  io 
likewise. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  Immanuel  Lutheran  College  to  encourage  and 
stimulate  educational  growth  and  development  in  the  classroom  and  in 
every-day  life.  The  curriculum  is  broad  and  varied  and  will  fit  the  needs 
of  most  students  seeking  a  general  academic  training  in  the  high  school  or 
junior  college  area. 

The  Theological  Seminary  has  as  its  purpose  the  training  of  young 
men  for  the  office  of  the  Holy  Ministry  in  the  Lutheran  Church,  and  for 
this  reason  it  is  restricted  to  Lutheran  young  men. 

Our  teacher  training  course  offers  a  two-year  preparatory  course  for 
young  men  or  women  who  wish  to  serve  the  Lutheran  Church  as  teachers 
in  the  religious  day  schools,  but  it  also  offers  transfer  credit  to  any  student 
desiring  to  continue  his    (or  her)    education   at  some  four-year-college. 

Each  Department  of  Immanuel  serves  a  definite  and  distinct  purpose 
and  endeavors  to  prepare  young  people  for  greater  service  to  God  and 
man,  and  for  a  more  successful  and  abundant  life. 

We  also  stress  the  development  of  good  health  and  sound  bodies  by 
means  of  health-building  activities,  competitive  athletics,  and  varied  social 
and  recreational  activities. 

We  furthermore  aim  to  keep  the  cost  of  a  sound  and  thorough  Chris- 
tian educational  program  within  the  reach  of  all.  Through  the  generous 
support  of  the  Lutheran  churches  comprising  the  Synodical  Conference  of 
North  America,  we  have  been  able  to  do  this  for  fifty-six  years.  We  are 
indeed  grateful  to  the  Missionary  Board  and  to  the  many  Christian  friends 
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who  have  so  unselfishly  supported  our  school,  and  we  earnestly  pray  God's 
bountiful  blessings  upon  them. 

Our  school  is  accredited  by  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  State 
of  North  Carolina,  and  our  high  school  department  is  a  member  of  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary   Schools. 

Although  it  is  our  primary  purpose  to  educate  and  prepare  young  men 
and  women  for  service  in  our  Lutheran  churches  and  schools,  we,  never- 
theless, urge  anyone  who  desires  a  good  education  and  preparation  in  a 
Christian  school  to  enroll  in  either  the  high  school  or  the  college  depart- 
ments. Neither  age,  race,  nationality,  nor  religious  belief  shall  be  a  barrier 
to  admittance  as  long  as  there  are  no  academic,  moral,  or  serious  physical 
handicaps.

Tnis  trans- 
cript niust  be  mailed  to  us  by  the  last  school  attended  by  the  applicant,  and 
must  be  properly  authenticated  by  the  administrative  official.  This  tran- 
script should  be  in  our  hands  no  less  than  15  days  before  the  opening  of 
our  ichool. 

Every  application  musi  be  accompanied  by  the  'TIRST  PAYMENT"' 
listed  En  [he  schedule  of  payments.  If  we  can  not  accept  you  as  a  student,, 
we  will  refund  the  lirst  payment. 

Late  registrations  will  be  permitted  only  in  extraordinary  cases.  No 
registrations  will  be  accepted  after  September  14  for  credit  for  Lhe  first 
semes  I  er,  or  after  February  1   for  credit   lor  the  second   semester. 

We  want  everyone  to  register  promptly  on  REGISTRATION  DAY,  us 
specified  on  page  THREE  of  this  bulletin.  If  you  register  after  September 
10  for  the  first  semester  or  after  January  27  for  the  second  semester  you 
will  be  assessed  a  penalty  of  $5.00. 

VETERANS  will  be  admitted  to  either  of  the  three  departments  upon, 
proper  certification  imd  under  the  same  conditions  as  nil  other  applicants. 

NO  REBATES  OR  ALLOWANCES  on  school  expenses  will  be  made 
to  those  who  are  permitted  Lo  register  late.

Immanuel  Lutheran  College  offers  a  well-rounded  educational  pro- 
gram in  all  of  its  departments  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  consistent  wii'h  all 
the  essentials  of  good  instruction,  room,  board,  health,  spiritual  values, 
recreation,  and  ihe  like,  it  would  be  utterly  impossible  to  offer  so  much 
value  for  so. lit Je  money  if  it  were  not  for  the  kindness  of  our  Tellow 
Christians  of  the  Lutheran  Synodical  Conference,  who  have  so  graciously 
and  so  willingly  aided  us  with  many  thousands  of  dollars  year  after  year. 
Therefore  we  must  insist  that  payments  are  made  promptly  as  indicated 
in  the  schedule. 

We  have  endeavored  to  estimate  the  cost  for  the  year  1959-1960  as 
best  we  can.  The  payments  listed  in  the  schedule  are  broken  down  in  that 
manner  for  the  convenience  of  our  patrons,  especially  those  who  cannot 
pay  large  sums  on  a  quarterly  basis.  The  "First  Payment"  7nust  be  sent 
with  the  application.

Personal  checks  can  be  accepted  only  from  responsible  peo- 
ple. NEVER  send  payments  for  schoo]  expenses  to  your  child.  It  is  a  very 
dangerous  temptation  which  your  child  may  not  be  ab^e  to  withstand. 

Payments  can  be  made  at  any  time  and  in  any  amount.  We  urge  every 
parent  to  make  advance  payments  whenever  possible,  to  safeguard  against: 
the  unpredictable  time  when  income  may  be  cut  off  or  curtailed,  because^ 
we  cannot  keep  a  student  in  our  school  if  payments  are  not  made  promptly- 
when   due, 

A  receipt  for  each  payment  is  given  to  the  respective  student  so  that 
he  (or  phe)  may  keep  up  with  the  situation  and  feel  a  personal  resporrsL- 
bility  about  it  . 

We  do  not  send  out  monthly  statements,  but  we  will  send  you  a  re- 
minder if  your  account  becomes  delinquent,  much  as  we  prefer  not  ^o  be 
forced  to  do  it.  Students  whose  accounts  are  30  days  in  arrears  will  be 
dropped  automatically.

STUDENT  COUNCIL 
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A  FEW  BRIEF  REGULATIONS 

Since  discipline  at  Immanuel  is  evangelical  and  paternal,  we  endeavor 
to  have  as  few  rules  and  regulations  as  possible.  We  expect  everyone  who 
comes  to  Immanuel  to  live  and  act  like  a  real  Christian. 

A  system  of  supervised  self-government  with  a  recognized  student 
body  organization  and  a  council  of  class  representatives  under  the  guid- 
ance of  ihe  Dean  is  maintained.  Student  privileges  are  correlated  with 
scholastic  achievement  as  well  as  with  character  and  conduct. 

Attendance  at  morning  and  evening  devotions,  at  Sunday  School,  and 
at  Lutheran  services  is  obligatory  on  all  boarding  students.  Each  dormitory 
student  is  required  to  join  Ihe  study  group  each  evening.  ALL  students 
must   attend   the   chapel   exercises. 

All  students  must  perform  certain  tasks  or  '-'duty  work."  We  believe 
that  "cleanliness  ranks  next  to  godliness"  in  importance;  and  we  expect 
all  students  to  keep  themselves,  their  rooms,  their  beds,  their  clothing,  the 
buildings,  and  the  campus  "clean  and  neat"  at  all  times.  Laundry  facilities 
are  available  for  (hose  who  wish  to  do  their  own  laundry  work. 

Every  student  should  be  provided  with  at  least  four  "single"  sheets, 
tv/o  pillow  cases,  three  blankets,  six  bath  towels,  soap,  a  toothbrush,  toilet 
articles,  etc.  We  furnish  a  single  bed  and  mattress,  wardrobe  space,  etc. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  supply  of  adequate  clothing,  we  urge  each 
student  to  be  provided  with  some  "work  clothes  and  shoes,"  a  pair  of 
"rubbers,"  and  a  raincoat  or  an  umbrella.  Do  not  bring  clothing  which  will 
be  used  very  seldom.  Wardrobe  space  is  very  limited. 

We  do  not  encourage  the  use  of  tobacco,  but  smoking  is  permitted  in 
restricted  areas  to  those  students  who  have  the  written  consent  of  Lheir 
parents  or  who  are   18  years  of  age. 

The  use  of  intoxicants  is  prohibited. 

No  college  or  high  school  boarding  student  may  have  an  automobile 
on  the  campus  or  in  the  city  available  for  his  or  her  use.  Theological  stu- 
dents who  accept  financial  aid  from  the  church,  individual  benefactors,  or 
other  sources,  77iust  have  the  official  approval  of  their  benefactors  to  own 
or  operate  a  car  for  their  personal  use. 

REGULATION  GYM  shoes  are  a  requirement  and  should  be  bought 
at  home. 

Regular  gymnasium  uniforms  must  be  worn  in  the  physical  education 
classes.  Orders  for  these  uniforms  must  be  placed  here  at  school  at  the 
time  of  registration,  and  payment  made. 

"Absenteeism"  is  not  condoned  or  tolerated  at  Immanuel.  Students 
who  can  not  attend  school  regularly,  or  who  will  not  be  regular  and  punc- 
tual, are  not  welcome  at  L  L.  C. 

Unexcused  absences  preceding  or  following  a  holiday  period  will  be 
punished  by  fines  being  imposed  for  each  period  absent  and  by  havi-ng 
privileges  modified  or  revoked. 

The  administration  and  the  faculty  reserve  the  right  to  terminate 
a  student's  connection  with  Immanuel  Lutheran  College  at  any  time  for 
reasons  which  they  deem  advisable  and  in  the  best  interest  of  all  con-
